Hall next Wednesday evening, tor the i 
benefit ot the Ancient Order of Hiber- 1 
nians. The play will he proiluced hy a 
splendid cnst made up of some of the best 
talent iu local Irish-Aiiiericnn circle*. 
Miaa Bee Mullarkey iakes the part of Roae 
PteHai ald, the Rose of Wicklow, one of 
the noat heart atlrring charactera in the 
play. Miaa Mullarkey haa appaered be- 
fore Lcuisville audiences in the paat, 
always t{iving such a performance as 
awarded her first rank in amateur dra- 
matic circles. She has a pleasing i>erson- 
ality, and at once wins herself into the 
confidence of the andieuce by the grace- 
fal and at the same time self-composed 
amnar in which ahe tendera her linea. 

The cbaraleter of John Deaatoad, an 
outlawed patriot and the loadiag male 
part, will be played by Martin D. PiU- 
gibhons, who hardly needs any introduc- 
tion to our readers.

The funeral of the late Patrick H. 
Sweeney, one of the beat-known con- 
tractota la ladiaaa, took pkoe from St, 
Augnstin'a churdi, JeffenoevOle, laat 
Tneaday afternoon. It waa largely at- 
tended by the many friends of the de- 
cea.sed . 

Mr. Sweeney was tx)rn in County 
Clare, Ireland, March IH, Ihlili. He came 
to this country in his fomrteenth year, 
and settled with his pareata at Corydoo, 
Ind. When he waa twenty^Mie y«tts old 
hedeoMad to bccooe a coatractor and 
did hia first work on the Bel river dam, 
in Putnam connty, Ind. Later he en- 
tered into partnership with Patrick H. 
McCormick. The firm established head- 
quarters at Columbus, Ind., and soon had 
an extensive busiuess, being widely 
known all over the State. The partner- 
ship waa diaaolved in 1880. The^nxgiaU 
Slate laaaae Asylaai, at Ifaitoa, waa 
bnilt by Mr. Sweeney, and he was the 
expert employed to inspect the atone of 
which the State Hooae at ladlaaepoHa is 
built. 

Besides bis wife, Mr. Sweney leaves 
one aon, W. O. Sweeney, a Jeffersonville 
contractor, and three daughters, Misaes 
Hatde and Pearl Smaey. af Jcfferson- 
viHc, and Mra. W. H. Bverwood, of 
Colnmbua, Ind.

Imperialism haa come to be a word of 
great significance, and I am asked to 
state concisely and exactly what it means 
for American labor. I can not do better 
than to refer to a speech which I de- 
livered to the students of the University 
of Michigan in February, 1899, before 
imperiallam had become, as it is today, 
the dominant issue of our politics and 
the gravest danger, in my judgment, 
that has ever threateaad oar republican 
form of government. 

As I said then, it is necessary to dis- 
tinguish between "expanaion" and "im- 
perialism." Bxpanaion haa always aigni- 
fied the eztenaion of oar laatitatkMia 
through the enlatgeoient of onr front- 
iers. Imperiallam ia nqt the diffusion of 
American constitutionalism over new 
lands, but the establi.shnn'ut in conquered 
territory by Ihi.s Covernment of another 
goveninieiit, radically irrecondlable tO 
the spirit of our own constitution and ea- 
sentially hoatile to it. Bxpaaaion, then, 
may be defined aa the peaceful develop- 
ment of oar political ayatem through an 
increase in the area of the United States, 
and imperialism as the forcible exerdae 
by our Government iu other cooatliaaof 
powers denied to it at home. 

The marvelloua growth of commerce 
between the Statea of the Union is due to 
its absolute freedom from artificial re- 
strictions. The induaion of Canada in 
thia free-trade area would stimulate pro- 
duction beyond our powers to conceive. 

Exactly opposite results would be pro- 
duced by imperialistic conquest. The 
forcible annexation of Canada would be 
an act of imperialism, as unprofitable aa 
it would be unjuati^blc, and aa calam- 
itoaa aa it woold be crtBdaaL 

A conquered country iaa|aip|#M0n- 
tented and therefore disloyal. It would 
be impi)S.sil)le to intrust the rights of 
8tatehoo<l to H disaffected people. Our 
authority over tliein could be maintained 
only by force, that is to say by a standing 
army and military rule. 

Aaide front ita inherent hoatility to free 
institutlonar a ataading army ia a crush- 
ing burden on the neck of the laborer. 

The first essential of high wages is 
abuudauc." of coinmo<lities, aud a stand- 
ing army is au insu[)erable obstacle to 
extensive production. Every dollar of 
surplus product or capital invested in 
implements, in machinery, in bnildinga, 
is a fruitful dolUr. Commodities need ia 
prodnctioa multiply themsdves even 
while they perish, livery dollar ex- 
pended for munition* of war is a sterile 
dollar. It is not used for the purix)se of 
production, but for the purpose of de- 
struction. It is wusied as completely aa 
if it were thrown into the aea. 

I oppose this novel, un-American 
policy of imperialism because thegronadA 
on which its advooateaaupport it are pea- 
rile, Inconsistent and dishonest; because 
it involves the existence of a standing 
army to menace liberty aud to oppress 
labor by diminishing wages; because it is 
cowardly to invade the rights of the weak 
while respecting those oi the strong; be- 
cause it would ^vorce the American flag 
and the Amerlcaa onostltatioa by aending 
the one where the other caa not go; be- 
cauae It ia a policy of inconceivable folly 
from a material point of view, and a 
policy of unspeakable lafauy froo^ a 
moral point of view. 

I favor the traditional .'American jwlicy 
of expansion beoanse I want this republic 
to continue in the path which leads to 
higher achiavemeata of peace and prog- 
reaa; because I waat thia coantiy to re- 
main the land where the patriotic work- 
ingman who produces is more honored 
than the paid fighting man who destroys, 
where the laborer's overalls enjoy equal 
dignity with the rioldier's uniform, where 
a dinner-pail is more highly esteemed 
than a knapsack, where a spade is deemed 
more valuable than a mnaket, a hospital 
than a battery, a achool than a fortrcaa; 
where the enduring glory of justice is 
pursued and the vainglory of conquest 
deapised; where the flag which typifies 
liberty and the constitution which se- 
cures it, enshrined in the hearts, sus- 
tained by the arms, glorified by the mem- 
ories of a free people, shall remain invin- 
dbte, indestructible, inseparable, forever 
and forever.

So re- 
mote, however, i* the period when frieze 
waa first made in Qria that ao oae caa 
tell when or where «r by wiMMa it waa 
originally apua. 

Century after cealiQr. ao leaf ttet the 
mind of man ruaSlin aot te the con- 1 
trary, it has been Saaatlonal cloth of' 
Ireland, the distinctive dress of patriot, 
peasant and peer, a4d aince the seven- 
teenth century an aekawrd badge of the 
people'a aspirations lit aationality. For 
when Bngland deOMiOd Ireland 'a con- 
metce by the infaiaafi navigatioa act of 
lOOS, the Injured ooi|hitry to promote its 
own aiaanfacturea, lei by Jamea, the first 
Duke of Ormonde, ft waa to thr woolen 
indnatry that it turned its chief attention 
and on which it founded it* highest 
hopes for a revival of its prosperity, and 
then the making of frieze became the 
occupation of the women of every .-.heel- 
ing. While the men tended the sheep 
and prepared the wod, the colleens kept 
their qiianing whede.irtilrriag aad thdr 
looma clacking with the tnaterlala for the 
great staple. And when the exportation 
of woolen goods from Ireland was made 
a crime in 1699, and tbe people of that 
island became t'X) poor to use tbe finer 
qualities ot liomc-io^de clotha they still 
had a | Bi,of frieae lui^laetA t^de and for 
prtvaSwe. 

Ia 1799, when the ooaditloa of the 
peaaantry wae moat deplorable, "they 
beaought the king," aaya Mr. Proode "to 
interpose in their favor and procure them 
leave to export and sell at least tbe 
coarse frieze blankets and fiannels which 
the peasants' wives and ahildren pro- 
duced in their cabin." But thdr appeal 
wBs in vain. The British Parliament, 
that had ruined thdr trade and anp- 
preaacd their moot MOitaUe mannfac- 
tana, refused to wait them to diapoae 
of the good* they adOttnide. 

At last, when the Volunteer movement 
triumphe<l, tbe Britiah law* "which pro- 
hibited tbe Irish from exporting their 
woolen manufacture* and thdr glass 
were wholly repealed," aaya Mr. Lecky, 
"and tbe great trade of the co to aies 
were freely thtowa open to tbeak*' 
Frieae ooveiad Sarafield'a soldiers la 
1690; it made overcoats for the Volun- 
teers in 1782. It was worn with pride by 
tbe chiefs of the olden clans, by Henry 
Grattan, by Daniel O'Connell; it is used 
today by Michael Oavitt and by other 
leodera of the Irlah people. Around it 
duater meaiorlea of wrmga, of peraecu- 
tions, aad of famliiii. aeoood only ia 
Mttetaaaa to the^tte ^ i^to that ooaie 
when reference la taede to the execrable 
penal laws that maimed and maltreated 
martyred multitudea of St. Patrick's 
children because they would not give up 
their faith at the coatauuid of the ruth- 
less invader. Fricaeia atlll aiade la Ire- 
land. No longer woven to aay eateat 
on band Iooom, it 1^ pradaoad with Im- 
proved madilnery, AoM beaatiful pat- 
terns, by skillful wockmen, in prosper- 
ous mills. It is honest goods. There is 
no shoddy in it. Every thread is wool. 
The fleece ia fine, the color i* fast, the 
deaign la naat, the finish ia artistic, and 
the wear la everiasting. Vure aa the 
patriotiaai of the ppoflt who make It, 
simjde aa their nataiK' tree aa their love, 
it ia typical of Iriaknwa, and deaervea to 
have ita name inatparably linked to 
tbeiis In its name of Iriah friete.

DOUBLY FAILED. 



The Queen's visit to Irehind is 
hardly mentioned now. It started

But all this has sud- 
denly cea.sed, and though the Queen 
is still in Ireland her movements 
are scarcely noted.

The 
Irish people have not been cajoled 
to be less ardent for nationalism and 
more earnest for British glory, nor 
has there been any hostile demon- 
stration, not the least discourtesy 
toward Uic Queen, to give excuse 
for anti-Irish legislation or justify 
refusal of the acts of justice de- 
manded by Ircfamd of England. 
And worse still, despite all this 
disapi)ointment of expectations, the 
spirit of nationalism has gained in 
strength, unify and earnestness, and 
the ability to control the pet^e 
within the bounds of law, order 
and courtesy has proven the effici- 
ency and judgment of the Irish 
leaders and the unreserved con- 
fidence of the people. It further 
indicates the purpose of the Irish 
people to unitedly and earnestly 
push their cause before the British 
Parliament nd every 

The 
BritLsh Government, instead of kill- 
ing the Irish question with flattery, 
or finding an excuse to use force 
as a consequence of the Queen's

ENQLISH IGNORANCE. 



The Briti.sh War Office has proven 
its ignorance of army discipline by 
publishing a report from Ixwd Rob- 
erts criticising Gens. Buller and 
Warren and blaming them for de- 
feats on Tugela river, especially at 
Spion Kop, and also the reply of 
those Generals. It has aroused the 
linglish people, demoralized the 
army, and is the butt of ridicule 
everywhere. Roberts may be right, 
and as chief in command in Africa 
did his duty in reporting what he 
l)elieved, but the chumps in the 
London War Office ought to know 
that such matters should never be 
published, at least until thoroughly 
investigated and decided. A Berlin 
paper suggests that Roberts should 
have withheld his criticism of Suller 
till he had proven his own eflficiencv, 
and that his report would have been 
more appropriate if dated Pretoria 
instead of Bloemfontein. 



The Prince of Teck, whose chief 
glory is his title, but like too many 

such in England, must be given 
.something to do to justify his an- 
nuities from the public exchequer, 
was sent to Africa in command of 
the bouted Yeomanry, and was 
chief in command at Reddersberg, 
where the, Br<tioh met with such a 
serious reverse. The Prince, who 
was mouiltedt <lid not gallantly rally 
his troops and lead them to the 
attack, but wheeled his horse about, 
ingloriously fled at breakneck speed, 
running over his own men to es- 
cape. It is such officers of noble 
blood and lineage that have brought 
defeat and demorslixation to the 
Briti^ troopSf disgust and anger 
to the English people, exciting the 
r.dicule of the world — and insuring 
victory toe the Boers, regardless of 
the overwhelming force of thehr 
advenMuy. 



Turkey refused to pay to the 

United States $100,000 as indemnity 
for property belonging to Ameri- 
cans destroyed by mobs in Turkey, 
and possibly our fleet may be sent 

into t*ie Mediterranean to bring the 
"Sick Man " to terms. As it will 
have to pass Gibraltar or through 
the Suez canal, both controlled by 
England, and as Turkey is Eng- 
land's protege for whom she is 
Shylock or go-between in financial 
matters, it may be possible that 
England would prove her friend- 
ship fot us by halting our warships 
— and. then? 

The London papers report much 
sickness among Lord Roberts' 
troops in the Free State, and in- 
clude long lists of officers of the 
Yeomanry, the sons and relatives of 
noblemen, who are in the hospitals. 
It is undoubtedly unhealthy in that 
vidnity about this thne. But if the 
Boers should happen to cut oiT the 
railroad connection with Cape Town 
it may be worse. ' 



The Duke of Marlborough, who 
is a Colonel of the Yeomanry and 
had joined the forces in the field, 
seems to have started ahead of the 
Prince of Teck, as he arrived at 
Cape Town, several hundred miles 
away, about the time of the Red- 
dersberg fight.

Raw meat when exposed to its tempera- 
ture ia instantly frozen perfectly solid, 
changing it to a white color. If struck 
by a hammer it is shattered to fragments 
and may be ground np into a powder. 
Whisky can be frozen and candy-like 
drops of the spirit can be pa.s.sed around 
for consumption. These few instances 
taken from a list of many will serve to 
show us the wonderful possibilities that 
are locked up with impenetrable secrecy 
in natnre'a labocatory. The golden key 
of patienea and untiring diligence is 
alone the route to the unfolding of those 
mysterious secrets which when discov- 
ered prove us to be even jret only on the 
threshold of knowledge.

HOW BLACK ANTHONY DIED. 



Pretty Little Story Concerning the Jeffersonville 

Sisters of Mercy. 



Black Anthony was a poor little ugly 
n^ro who shouldered the cross of pover- 
ty in his infancy and wearily wended his 
way ap the XUlvaiy of adversity. He 
wss bom in Alabalba, and when bnt a 
little boy developed a talent for appro- 
priating things that did not belong to 
him. Natur.iUy this got him into lroiil)le, 
and it became necessary for the good of 
society t<> put him swsy from temptation. 
After he had served a couple of terms in 
the penitentiary of his native State be 
bagan to yearn for bc9ader fields. 

He bed no monagr to pay taia railroad 
fare to anywhere aid he just quietly 
walked away one warm summer night. 
His mother Was dead and he had no kin- 
dred. There was no one to kiss him 
good-liy and wish him a safe return. In 
fact, tlie people who knew him one and 
all hoped they had seen the last of him. 
They had. Anthony sauntered along 
under tbe Sonthem ikies, begging occa- 
sionally, but oftea Mealing a chicken, 
which he broiled over a fire made behind 
a barn or in a cool grove. He (juenclud 
his thirst at the sjiring house wliii h lie 
always knew where to find, for all South- 
ern plantations are built much in the 
same way. 

At length he arrived in Indiana. It 
was different from what it had been down 
in the warm, sunny South, where steal- 
ing small things was not considered so 
much of a crime if it had been committed 
by a negro. But they look at things dif- 
ferently in the North, and when one night 
little Anthony dropped into a village and 
robbed a store ha was surprised to find 
that he was arrested and seat to jail. 
Then when bis ttial ieame up be made no 
defense and wasscit to the prison at 
Jeffersonville to serve fourteen years. 
Anthony liad not been accustomed to 
hard work, an<i as he was a delicate youth 
he soon sickened. ICvery day he i)ecame 
weaker. Une day when the physi- 
cian examined him he found the little 
black convict had oonsnmption and that 
he bad only a short while to live. 

In Indiana they have what they term 
an Indeterminate sentence. Under it a 
cn!i)rit is .sent up for from two to four- 
teen years. If he behaves himself he 
gets the short term, and Anthony had 
done all that had -been asked of hini. 
Therefore Warden Hert asked tbe Di- 
reotors to pafdon bim. This was done, 
but by the time tbe pardon arrived he 
was so low that it lookai Um havould 
live but a few days. Ilia Warden re- 
quested permission for tbe dying negro 
to be allowed to remain there until tbe 
end came. It \t.as ilenied him, and tba 
instructions came that on the day agreed 
npon poor, friendleai^ penniless Anthony 
was to be turned oat to die on the streets. 
The Warden sent word to the Deaconess' 
Hospital, asking tbam to tske in the 
dying boy. The answer came back that 
he would be cared for if be bad anv 
money, 

Warden Hert and his wife are two of 
the best friends the Deaconess' Hospital 
bill It aecmed the only place available, 
and Anthony waa faarfnl that he would 
be tamed oat in the street to wsuder 
about for a few hoars until death came 
to his relief. At this juncture the Waiden 
thought of the Sisters of Mercy, and he 
called them up by telephone and asked 
them if they would receive the penniless 
thief. Without a moment's hesitation 
tba low, sweet voica of the Malar oame 
back over tbe wire: 

"Of course; that is what we are here 
for." 

So black .\nthouy was sent to the 
Sisters of Merry Hospital. There the 
tender cate he received soon revived bim, 
and he lived on and on. Ofoo«raa,he 
could not be saved, and it was apparent 
that It was bnt a matter of tune until he 
would be summoned to eternity. One 
day Sister Mary Margaret was at his bed- 
ude, and noticing a wistful expression in 
bis fading eyes she asked him what it 
was that was worrying him. 

"Sistah," be said plaintively, "wbar 
air you a!) gwine ter be in hebben?" 

"Oh, I don't know," was the reply; 
"we will be glad to get in at all. Why 
do yon ask?" 

"Well, I jest tbooght dat some day, 
whan I didn't have nothin' ter do, I'd 
come aroun' an' see yous." 

No smile came to the pale face of the 
Sister. No rippling merriuient came 
from her lips. There was no bimior in 
tbe quaint saying. A tear stole down 
her cheek. She slipped away from the 
bedside of the dying black boy, and atone 
in her room sjte seid a prayer for tbe re- 
pose of tbe sou) thit v\as p isiiug away to 
its Maker. Black '.iitho'iy fell asleep. 
An hour Inter she re' urvie<i to the room 
and tbanarit of her pntieut had fled. 

D'Staiued negro, who 



was refused even a place to die by all 
save tbe good Sisters, felt that he could 
not thank them sofBdaatly on earth for 
their kiadaesa, aad if by a mysterious 
chance be does get to baavea tbe Sisters 
who made happy and peaceful his last 
moments will find him waiting to say tbe 
words that his he.irt prompted but his 
illiterate tongue refused to aay.

Letter to the American- 
Irish Hlstorioal

In response to an invitation extended 
to him by tbe American-Irish Historical 
Society, Senator Hoar wrote « letter re- 
gretting inaUUty to take part in the so- 
ciety's oelebratioa on April 19, ia which 
he said: 

"1 am sure that the celebration will be 
ill the spirit which animated the men 
who fought and the men who died on 
April 19, 1775. You will, I am sure, re- 
enforce the lesson thst no human power 
can turn wrong into right, iajustice into 
justice, can lawfully crash oat the love 
of liberty in every hnman soul and tbe 
right to independence that belongs to 
every people The men of .April l',t wen- 
victorious against wliat .seemed at the 
time invincible fMlds. The result was the 
freedom of the Western hemisphere from 
the Arctic ooaaB to Cape Horn. This 
spirit, I sm snre, sooner or latar mast be 
victorious against what now seems in- 
vindbla odds in the Bastern hemisphere, 
which shall yet, in God's good time, be 
occ upied by free men in an independent 
nation."
